CHANGE OF NAME OF NATIONAL RETAIL TRADE COUNCIL AND NATIONAL 
RETAIL DRUG TRADE COUNCIL TO NATIONAL RETAIL CODE AUTHORITY 
AND NATIONAL RETAIL DRUG CODE AUTHORITY 


The National Retail Trade Council and National Retail Drug 
Trade Council have submitted in accordance with Article X, Section 
2 (d) and Schedule A, Section 5 (2d), respectively, of the Code of 
Fair Competition for the Retail Trade, the recommendations set 
forth below. Pursuant to the authority vested in me by said Sec- 
tions and finding that the recommendations proposed will tend to 
effectuate the operation of the provisions of the Code and the policy 
of the National Industrial Recovery Act, I hereby approve said 
recommendations and do order that they become operative as part 
of the Code: 

(1) Wherever the name “ National Retail Trade Council ” appears 
in the Code or any amendments or modifications thereof, or in any 
regulations or interpretations issued thereunder, it shall be changed 
to “ National Retail Code Authority.” 

(2) Wherever the name “National Retail Drug Trade Council” 
appears in the Code or any amendments or modifications thereof, 
or in any regulations or interpretations issued thereunder, it shall 
be changed to “National Retail Drug Code Authority.” 

(3) Article X, Section 1, shall be modified to read as follows: 

“Section 1. The President of the United States shall appoint 
three persons to advise and assist the Administrator or his deputy 
and such persons shall be members without vote of the National 
Retail Code Authority provided for hereinafter.” 

(4) Article X, Section 2 (e) shall be modified to read: 

“ Secrion 2 (e). Local Committees——The National Retail Code Au- 
thority shall, subject to the approval of the Administrator, super- 
vise the setting up, within local trading areas, of local committees 
for the purpose of assisting in the administration and enforcement

of this Code within such local areas. Such local committees shall 
be called Local Retail Code Authority for (the local area).” 

(5) Schedule A, Section 5 (1) shall be modified to read: 

“(1) The President of the United States shall appoint three 
persons to advise and assist the Administrator or his deputy and 
such persons shall be members without vote of the National Retail 
Drug Code Authority provided for hereinafter.” 

(6) Schedule A, Section 5 (2e) shall be modified to read: 

“(e) The National Retail Drug Code Authority shall, subject to 
the approval of the Administrator, supervise the setting up, within 
local trading areas, of local committees for the purpose of assisting 
in the administration and enforcement of this Code within such 
local areas. Such local committees shall be called Local Retail Drug 
Code Authority for (the local area).” 

(7) Paragraph numbered 1 in Article VIII, Section 1 shall be 
modified to read as follows: 

“1. This declaration against the use of ‘loss leaders’ by the store- 
keeper does not prohibit him from selling an article without any 
profit to himself. But the selling price of articles to the consumer 
should include an allowance for actual wages of store labor, to be 
fixed and published from time to time by the Administrator with 
the advice and assistance of the three persons appointed by the 
President in accordance with the provisions of Article X, Section 1 
and Schedule A, Section 5 (1).”
